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RRUTER AND THE DEVELOPMENT. 
ae OF TELEGRAPHY. 

Paul Juling Reuter was/born in Cassel in 
1818, In 1849 the firat telegraph: line on the 
Continent was openad between Berlin and Aix 
la Chapella. At the latter place Mr. Reuter 
established-an office. and a ‘service'of, carrier 
pigeons to nad from Verviers. On the arrival 
‘at Vorviers of tho mail despatches giving the 
prices of the Paris. Bourse, and,othor items 
of ‘intelligence they wore carried by pigeons 
to Aix la Chapelle and thence telegraphed to 
Berlin, anticipating of course the advices of 
all: the great bankers,. The pews was fLor- 
warded from-Berlin to other-~cities- farther 
east, and in like manner news from Germany, 
Austria, and Russia, was transmitted to the 
Weat of Europe. In time, however, the 
telegraph was farther extended, and the offico 
in Aix la Cbapeflo became superfluous. When 
the line to Paris was complete with the ex- 
ception of a short stretch, namely, from 
Quievrain to, Valencionnes, Mr. Routor filled 
the gap by asystem of couriers, But with 
time this space:was alao bridged over and 
io 1851, when the first submarine cable wae 
laid between Dovey and Culais, the indefati- 
gable German boldly transferred bis’ busi- 
nesa ‘to London. ' His: correspondénta ‘in 
Berlin, Vienna, Pars, &., telegraphed the 
tonea of the Bourses and tho movements in 
Prices, for early intelligence of which 
speculators on the London Stovk Exchange 
readily eubscribed.- . It will easily be under- 
Patood that. many difficulties had to be ever- 
come.evet at this-early stage. Rotheobilds, 
Cohous, and Barings of course roceived their 
own! teleprains, and the valuo, of Reuter's 
bullotinadependéd upon their being first on 
the market. The absolute aceyracy of the 
quotations was also. essentin), ond above al) 
it- wns necagsary to inspire the commercial 
world with confidenco'in'tho integrity of 
the channel through which thoy were trang. 
mitted, - Like Cootar’s wife, Mr-Reutor had 
to be above suspicion, If he or hig employés 
had'ever made use of the news for their own 
advantage, the edifice he was erecting would 
hayvebeensbattered to the ground. Gradually 
this service was extended so.43 to include tha 
Bourses and produce warkets of all foreign 
and. even Colonial centres, But this was only 
tho ‘stepping-stone to the great achievement 
Upon’ which Mr.'Reiter had set bis heart 
nimely, the eatablishment’-of ‘a . palitica!

NOVEL BALLOONS, 

New light has bocn thrown on the con- 
struction and management of balloons by an 
experiment this weok, which shows: the: way 
how dn important change in .aerial na- 
yigation may be effected. . Hitherto’ it has 
been considered that gas only is suitable for 
their inflation: for the olt-fushioned fire- 
balloon, which acquired its ascending power 
by the raretiod air produced by. furnnce of 
baroing striw at tha neck or lower part of the: 
balloon, was too dangerous for practical pur- 
poses. If balloori could be conetructed of same 
onisfammatle material, tho difficulties ‘of 
ascont by means. of rarefied air might he 
overcome, and balloon ascents, whether for 
selentific or warlike purposes, would bé prac- 
tically juseful:’ Asbestos, it seems, is the 
substance that way be made available for 
the purpose, [or experiments. which ° took, 
place last, Tuesility at. Hendon proved:that it 
is the materinl tobe used. A ‘balloon: 
tad boan constructed, -tha. whola of tha 
lowor part of which -is of. very ‘fine as. 
bestos cloth, while the. othor -portion, 
whieh is of canvas, is. covered. with. 2 fire, ' 
proof:aolation.
